SAFETY DRILL 


HIGH IN AIR 
THRILLED ALL 


Skill of Commander Alone 
Said to Have Averted 
Tragedy

“Ladies and gentlemen, I have bad 
news to impart to you. We must re- 
turn to Friedrichschaften. There ts 
trouble with the motors, but there ts 
no danger Remain calm, We shall 
reach home safely Friday svening or 


| Saturday morning.” 


Dance Was Stopped 

The announcement came as a 
thunderstroke out of the clear sky to 
the passengers who were not aware 
of any difficulty to the motors 

The dancing stopped immediately 
as the ship swung about to return to 
Barcelona 

Such was the dramatic manner tn 
which the passengers of the Graft Zep- 
pelin were made aware that their 
flight to the United States had fall- 
ed. Then, after a Jong, hard pull over 
the Gulf of Mon and over the south- 
ern part of France, the Zeppelin 
fought for headway past Niemes and 
Valence, 

With parachutes wrapped around 


| their shoulders, the passengers watch- 


ed as the Zeppelin manoeuvered above 
Valence and Montelimar from 3.30 
Pm. until 5 p.m., in the most unusual 
“ifeboat” drill ever held in the air 

The Graf Zeppelin by this time had 
completely lost all control of all 
Steering and was turned into a mere 
balloon, buffeted by the wind con- 
finually and drifting toward the 
Mediterranean. In spite of the trouble 
one motor was sill throbbing. Then 
suddenly this last motor stopped 
after several coughing spells. 

The dreaded gale, blowing from the 
northwest, was pushing the helpless 
Zeppelin towards the sea at a speed 
of forty miles per hour. ‘The ship 
hopped up and down several hundred 
feet at times, Then suddenly straight 
ahead there loomed out of the deep- 
ening gloom of the evening the abrupt 
flank of @ small mountain on which 
it appeared the ship must crash, 

Final Thrill 
While the passengers waited tensely 


| the ship suddenly leaped several hun- 


dred feet in the alr like a trained 


| Steeplechaser, Everyone gasped until 


it was explained that Dr. Hekener, 
aware of the danger had dumped a 
large amount of water ballast, thus 
lightening the ship. 

The last thrill for the passengers 


| came as the airship flying before the 


wind and with all motors silent, av- 
eraged 50 miles an hour en route to 
the landing field at Cuers, The pas- 
sengers thought the ship was certain 
to be blown over the Mediterranean, 
but by skilful manoeuvering she came 
down and was quickly held by the 
strong hands of hundreds of men on 
the field

With N. Europe 


Shows Increase

OTTAWA, May 20.—Canada_ is 
increasing her sales of wheat flour 
in northern Europe, despite tariff 
barriers in many caves, This state- 


ment is contained in a report to the 
depprtment of trade and commerce 
by M. B. Palmer, acting trade com- 
missioner to Hamburg, 

Sales to Germany, Austria and the 
Baltic states, Scandinavia and other 
countries in the area, amounted to 
24,012 barrels of flour, valued at 
4,597 in 1928, compared with 
980 barrels valued at $13,972,- 
53, in 1927 
Germany imported = 14,918,625 
bushels of wheat from Canada 
1928; 2,108,599 bushels of rye; 
8,925 bushels of barley and 046 
6 bushels of oats, These total 
7,000,000, or S7'y per cent 
of the total value of Canadian ex- 
ports to that country. 

Ceecho-Slovakia, Denmark and 
Scandinavia are also heavy buyers 
of Canadian grains, Germany buys 
large quantities of packing house 
products from Canada, notably sau- 
sage casings to the amount of 1, 
576,760 pounds, valued at $298,601, 
inl Other commodities of great 
importance in Canada's exports to 
Germany include dairy products, 
honey, canned goods, fresh and 
dried fruits, fish and fish meal, 
seeds, crude drugs, whiskey and
